armament “respect of treaties.” 

Referring to: Mr, Roosevelt's hu- 
manitarian phrases, Mr. Hearst put 
the question whether the President 
believed that the oppression by force 
of 300,000,000 Indians «nd = the 
slaughtering of Innoccrit Indian 
elvillans by the British’ was com- 
patible with the American conception 
of Mberty nnd democracy. 

While talking reaeonabie measures 
for defence, Mr, Henurst sald, the
